Claims 1-6, 9-14, 17-20, 32-37, and 40-42 are allowed. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to disclose or 
suggest, in combination with other limitations in the claims, inserting a tubular 
member having a distal region including a flow restrictor and a weakened wall 
region proximal the flow restrictor into a conduit, advancing the tubular member 
distal region into a blood vessel, expanding the tubular member distal region 
radially outward within the blood vessel by forcing oxygenated liquid under 
pressure through the tubular member to expand the weakened distal region, and 
fixedly joining the conduit to the vessel wall while providing the oxygenated liquid 
flow from an outlet of the tubular member into the blood vessel.
